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Essex,  South  Station,  others  affected 

MBTA  outlines  $70m  project 
to  renovate  old  stations

Details  of  a  $70  million  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority  renovation 
project,  scheduled  to  begin  this  fall  on 
five  subway  stations  in  downtown  Boston 
were  revealed  by  MBTA  officials  recent¬ 
ly.  Five  other  stations  on  the  Red  and 
Orange  Lines  have  also  been  slated  for 
similar  renewal  projects  pending  federal 
approval. 

MBTA  construction  director  Maggie 
Robinson,  at  a  Feb.  28  forum  attended  by 
representatives  from  downtown  com¬ 
munities,  local  businesses  and  the  press, 
announced  that  the  federally  funded 
redevelopment  program  will  modernize 
the  subway  stations  to  accommodate 
longer  trains,  improve  entrances  and 
provide  facelifts  for  the  older,  decaying 
stations. 

At  least  four  stations  near  the  China¬ 
town  area  will  undergo  reconstruction 
this  fall.  They  are  Park  Street  and 
Washington  on  the  Red  Line,  and 
Washington  and  Essex  on  the  Orange 
Line.  Remodeling  plans  for  South  Sta¬ 
tion,  another  Red  Line  stop  near 
Chinatown,  are  on  hold,  pending  fined 
approval  for  funds.  Work  will  also  begin 
this  fall  on  the  State  station,  near  City 
Hall. 

When  reconstruction  work  begins  on 
the  Essex  station,  located  at  the  inter¬ 
section  of  Washington,  Boylston  and 
Essex  Streets,  traffic  movement  in  the 
vicinity  is  expected  to  be  much  more 
difficult.  The  region.,  better  known  as  the 
Combat  Zone,  is  similar  to  Chinatown  in 
that  it  is  also  crisscrossed  by  narrow  and 
one-way  streets. 

Michael  Baskin,  project  manager  for 
Lozano,  White  and  Associates,  the  firm 
contracted  for  the  Essex  station  job,  said 
his  project  will  begin  late  this  fall. 
Completion  is  anticipated  for  December 
1986,  he  told  The  SAMPAN. 


Baskin  said  both  entrances  to  the  Essex 
station  will  be  remodeled  to  provide 
elevators  for  the  physically  disabled.  The 
entrances  will  also  be  connected,  and  the 
commuters  will  be  able  to  switch  trains 
without  having  to  leave  the  subway. 

The  interior  will  be  redone  to  give  the 
ailing,  tattered  station  a  bright  and 
modem  look,  Baskin  said.  Fluorescent 
lights  will  be  placed  along  the  ceiling  and 
over  subway  signs  and  maps,  which  will 
be  lowered  'for  better  visibility  for 
commuters  standing  in  the  trains.  The 
new  ceiling  will  also  be  equipped  to 
absorb  the  loud,  reverberating  sounds 
made  by  the  trains,  and  a  longer  platform 
will  be  added  to  accommodate  longer 
six-car  trains. 

A  similar  upgrading  job  will  be  done  on 
the  other  nine  stations,  according  to 
MBTA  officials.  However,  plans  for  five 
of  the  stations  have  not  been  approved, 
they  said. 

Bernard  Cohen,  MBTA  assistant  direc¬ 
tor  of  development  and  public  affairs, 
said  the  MBTA  will  probably  ask  for 
an  additional  $10  million  for  the  South 
Station  project.  Approval  for  funding  will 
depend  on  how  Congress  votes  on  the 
1986  budget. 

“It  is  up  in  the  air  now  for  South 
Station,”  Cohen  said. 

As  for  Essex  station,  work  will  most 
probably  make  driving  through  the  area  a 
sure  challenge.  An  eight-foot  barrier  will 
be  placed  around  the  construction  site, 
which  will  extend  onto  the  streets. 

Although  the  majority  of  Chinese 
businesses  are  located  away  from  the 
construction  area,  many  of  them  may  face 
some  inconvenience  because  of  the  traffic 
problems  the  renovations  will  create  for 
the  entire  region. 

Baskin  said  at  least  one  narrow  lane  on 
the  Combat  Zone’s  major  thoroughfare 
will  remain  open  throughout  the  project. 
But  westbound  traffic  on  Beach  Street 


moving  toward  Washington  Street  will 
undoubtedly  face  increased  traffic  jams. 

A  small  sidewalk  will  traverse  the 
construction  site  on  the  east  side  of 
Washington  Strefet,  Baskin  said. 

Washington  Street’s  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  businesses  —  popularly  known  as 
“sex  shops”  —  are  expected  to  face  the 
greatest  impact  of  the  Essex  station 
renovations.  Many  of  the  Combat  Zone’s 
businessmen,  however,  know  little  about 
the  forthcoming  project  or  display  near 
tacit  acceptance  that  their  shops  may 
pass  through  a  slump  as  entry  into  the 
zone  becomes  more  difficult  for  drivers. 


While  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  is  busy 
this  month  announcing  and 
planning  new  redevelopment 
projects  of  subway  stations,  it  is 
also  taking  proposals  for  chang¬ 
ing  the  names  of  subway  stops 
scattered  around  the  city. 

The  MBTA  board  of  directors 
decided  last  December  to  take 
recommendations  this  month 
from  civic  and  neighborhood 
associations,  businesses,  clubs 
and  other  groups  for  altering  the 
names  of  centrally  located  sub¬ 
way  stations. 

The  initiative  began  when  the 
MBTA  received  a  number  of 
requests  over  the  past  year  for 
changing  names  of  stations  in 
certain  areas  of  the  city,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Bernard  Cohen,  MBTA 
assistant  director  of  develop¬ 
ment  and  public  affairs. 

The  subway  stations  poten- 


Partofthe  work  will  actually  take  place 
under  the  foundations  of  such  shops  as 
Fantasy  Books,  located  near  the  inbound 
entrance  to  the  station.  Fantasy  Books’ 
manager,  who  did  not  wish  to  be 
identified,  said  he  knew  nothing  of  the 
MBTA’s  remodeling  plans.  Asked  if  he 
would  confer  with  the  MBTA  about  the 
project,  he  said:  “The  city  is  not  too 
cooperative  with  us.” 

“If  it  (the  project)  limits  access  to  us,  it 
will  hurt  us,”  he  said. 

Naked  i’s  manager,  Malcolm  Holtz, 
said  he  doesn ’t  think  the  construction  will 
have  any  impact  on  his  club.  ‘  ‘People  who 
want  adult  entertainment  are  going  to  get 
it  no  matter  what  it  takes  to  get  there ,  ”  he 
said. 

Holtz  said  most  of  his  patrons  do  not 
arrive  by  driving  down  Washington 
Street.  “Most  of  the  traffic  on  Washing¬ 
ton  Street  comes  from  sightseeing  (sic),” 
he  said.  “The  drivers  come  and  they 
think  they’re  in  the  Wild  West  —  they 
only  drive  by  to  see  the  hookers.” 


tially  affected  by  the  name 
changes  are  Cambridge- MIT, 
Charles,  Washington,  and  JFK- 
U  Mass  on  the  Red  Line; 
Arlington,  Boylston  and  Sym¬ 
phony  on  the  Green  line;  and 
Washington,  Chinatown-New 
England  Medical,  and  Back  Bay 
on  the  Orange  Line. 

The  MBTA  will  take  proposals 
submitted  by  local  organizations 
until  the  March  28  deadline. 
Next  month  the  MBTA  Station 
Name  Review  Committee  will 
hold  public  meetings  on  the- 
name  changes. 

Cohen  said  the  proposed 
changes  could  affect  the  primary 
name  of  a  subway  station  or  its 
secondary  name.  For  example,  a 
civic  group  may  suggest  giving 
Boylston  Station  a  new  name  or 
recommend  that  its  secondary

OCA  director  says  future 
of  civil  rights  legislation, 
litigations  a  major  concern 


Chinese  and  Asian  Americans 
now  face  much  uncertainty  with 
respect  to  their  basic  civil  rights 
protection  under  the  Constitu¬ 
tion,  according  to  the  national 
executive  director  of  the  Organi¬ 
zation  of  Chinese  Americans 
(OCA). 

The  US  Dept,  of  Justice,  the 
US  Civil  Rights  Commission, 
and  the  Equal  Employment 
Opportunity  Commission  under 
the  Reagan  Administration  are 
perceived  by  civil  rights  organi¬ 
zations  as  moving  away  from  the 
government’s  traditional  role  of 
“vigorous  and  aggressive  en¬ 
forcement  of  civil  rights,  ”  direc¬ 
tor  Henry  K.  Mui  said  earlier 
this  month. 

The  future  of  civil  rights 
legislation  and  litigation  of  cases 
in  the  courts  by  the  Justice  Dept, 
is  uncertain,  according  to  Mui. 
He  said  the  broad  policy  outlines 
of  the  administration  indicate 
that  there  are  now  no  numerical 
goals  in  employment  and  no 
court-ordered  remedies  for 
classes  of  people. 

The  Equal  Employment  Op¬ 
portunity  Commission  announc¬ 
ed  Feb.  12  that  it  is  moving  away 


from  broad  complaints  against 
large  companies  and  industries 
in  favor  of  “more  tightly  focus¬ 
ed’  ’  discrimination  cases  involv¬ 
ing  specific  individuals.  Only 
persons  who  can  prove  that  they 
have  been  victimized  will  be 
“made  whole  for  any  loss  of 
earnings”  and  given  back  lost 
jobs,  the  agency  said. 

Critics,  including  Mui,  have 
charged  that  the  government 
will  not  make  progress  in  elimi¬ 
nating  overall  discrimination 
because  the  process  will  become 
institutionalized . 

“What  is  not  clear  is  what 
steps  will  be  taken  to  try  and 
achieve  these  goals,”  Mui  said. 
“Will  the  federal  government 
enforce  existing  laws  as  is,  or 
will  they  enforce  them  as  they 
see  fit?” 

“We  will  not  see  quality 
litigation  for  civil  rights  cases 
because  you  will  not  find  quality 
cases  in  individual  complaints, 
especially  against  large  com¬ 
panies  and  institutions,”  he 
said.  “They  (the  complaints) 
will  only  help  a  person  here  and 
there  —  assuming  the  victim  can 
afford  to  hire  an  attorney  and  go 


to  court.” 

Mui  said  that  according  to 
records  in  the  OCA  national 
office  in  Washington,  D.C., 
many  of  the  victims  of  employ¬ 
ment  discrimination  could  not 
afford  to  hire  a  good  lawyer  and 
often  had  no  choice  but  to  drop 
their  complaints  as  they  were  too 
time-consuming  and  costly. 

Many  Chinese  Americans 
victimized  by  the  system  often 
chose  to  leave  quietly  rather 
than  file  a  formal  complaint,  Mui 
said. 

The  OCA,  its  national  director 
said,  is  now  pushing  for  passage 
of  the  Civil  Rights  Restoration 
Act  of  1985  (S.431/H.R.700),  a 
bill  recently  introduced  to  re¬ 
store  and  reaffirm  the  compre¬ 
hensive  coverage  of  a  number  of 
civil  rights  statutes  whose  broad 
coverage  came  into  question  as  a 
result  of  a  US  Supreme  Court 
decision  last  year. 

The  February  1984  decision  in 
the  Grove  City  College  v.  Bell 
case  “indirectly  permits  or  sub¬ 
sidizes  discrimination  against 
minorities,  women,  the  disabled 
and  senior  citizens,”  according 
to  Mui  in  a  letter  to  The 
SAMPAN  Feb.  18. 

The  Civil  Rights  Restoration 
Act  of  1985  bill  is  co-authored  by 
Sen.  Edward  Kennedy  (D-MA) 
and  Rep.  Augustus  Hawkins 
(D-CA).

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Murdered  journalist  Henry  Liu  was 
a  traditional  Chinese  intellectual

The  death  of  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
can  writer  Henry  Liu  has  been 
covered  at  length  and  in  depth 
by  many  Chinese  language 
newspapers  here  in  the  United 
States  and  in  Hong  Kong. 

The  fact  that  the  story  occu¬ 
pies  headlines  for  months  is 
sometimes  a  puzzling  pheno¬ 
menon  to  those  who  are  not 
first-generation  immigrants. 
Through  this  commentary,  I  am 
hoping  to  shed  some  light  by 
focusing  on  the  life  of  Chinese 
American  intellectuals  who 
under  unique  circumstances 
strive  to  make  some  contribu¬ 
tions  to  mankind  to  justify  their 
existence.  This  in  fact  is  not  as 
lofty  an  ideal  as  it  appears,  it  is 
actually  a  simple  matter  of 
spiritual  survival. 

From  the  numerous  articles 
written  about  Henry  Liu,  it  is 
clear  that  he  was  brought  up  in 
the  traditional  manner  of  the 
educated  class.  Historically,  this 
class  of  people  always  claimed  a 
sacred  mission,  a  mandate  from 
Heaven  under  which  they  must 
do  what  their  conscience  dic¬ 
tates  at  all  cost  —  a  price  to  pay 
for  being  educated.  On  the  eve 
of  his  execution,  statesman  Wen 
Tien-hsiang  of  the  Sung  dynasty 
said  it  all  in  his  final  words 
written  upon  his  clothing: 
“What  have!  learned  from  the 
saying  of  the  sages?’’  What¬ 
ever  he  had  learned  from  the 
sages,  undoubtedly  he  did  not 
mind  dying  for. 

It  is  now  a  different  age  and  a 
totally  different  place.  And  yet 
for  Henry  Liu,  the  ethos  of  his 
being  remained.  In  his  17-year 
sojourn  in  this  land  of  freedom 
and  democracy,  he  acquired  new 
perceptions  through  new  know¬ 
ledge.  This  added  new  meaning 
and  new  risks  to  his  life.  He 
crossed  the  bridge  of  no  return 
and  entered  the  realm  of  the 
bilingual  and  bicultural  world  of 
the  first-generation  immigrants. 
He  became  a  person  indebted  to 
his  adopted  land  no  less  than  his 
motherland. 

It  would  have  been  impossible 
for  Henry  to  remain  a  business¬ 
man  trying  to  make  a  living 
selling  figurines  on  Fishman’s 
Wharf,  and  be  content  with  the 
role  assigned  to  him  as  a 
salesman  speaking  with  an  ac¬ 
cent.  Society  at  large  buying 
figurines  in  his  stores  or  en¬ 
countering  him  elsewhere  had 
no  idea  of  the  man  who  carried 
the  weight  of  what  he  knew  and 
strived  to  express  to  the  outside 
world  in  his  native  tongue. 
Imagine  the  frustration  of  some¬ 
one  like  Russian  novelist  Alek¬ 
sandr  I.  Solzhenitsyn,  in  exile  in 
the  West  for  10  years,  writing  in 
a  language  alien  to  all  but  the 
Russians,  denied  the  opportuni¬

With  his 
status  as  a  world-class  novelist 
and  the  recognition  that  fol¬ 
lowed,  I  hope  for  the  sake  of 
Russian  literature,  Solzhenitsyn 
is  above  and  beyond  the  sha¬ 
dowy  world  most  first-genera¬ 
tion  immigrants  have  to  endure. 
The  damage  done  to  his  literary 
achievement  would  have  been 
incalculable  had  he  been  sub¬ 
jected  to  it. 

I  am  speaking  to  those  who 
care  to  know,  or  those  who 
already  know,  wherever  you  are,, 
whoever  you  may  .be.  A. 
giant  tree  has  fallen  in  this  silent 
forest  of  world  of  the  first-gen¬ 
eration  immigrants,  whose 
worth  and  value  have  been 
discounted,  whose  pain  and 
suffering  never  understood, 
whose  life  and  death  are  often 
taken  lightly  by  different  peo¬ 
ples  at  different  times  for 
different  reasons. 

But  we  shall  rise  from  the 
ashes  and  become  stronger, 
with  reaffirmed  hopes  and  aspi¬ 
rations.  We  send  this  message 
to  the  world  in  our  accented 
English  that  we  are  equal  to  the 
test  of  our  times.  The  very 
existence  and  prosperity  of  this 
country  testify  to  it.

Ashes  to  ashes 

Phoenix  article 
missed  the  point

After  reading  Mr.  William  Klein- 
knecht's  feature  article  “Crime  Boss  in 
Chinatown”  in  the  Boston  Pheonix  (Feb. 
26,  1985),  I  felt  an  impulse  to  respond. 

I  do  not  wish  to  contest  Mr.  Klein- 
knecht’s  "facts”;  however;  I  do  question 
the  implication  in  his  article  that  Chinese 
or  Asian  criminals  are  inherently  more 
menacing  that  Italian  criminals  (or  even 
Columbian).  The  article  seems  to  carry  a 
strong  "yellow  peril”  flavor  to  it.  It  is 
unclear  why  Chinese- American  criminals 
are  more  dangerous  to  the  Republic  than 
criminals  of  other  ethnic  groups.  Is  this 
Fu-Manchu  revisited?  Furthermore,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  early  Yankee 
legislators,  who  devised  the  original 
anti-gaming  laws  in  Massachusetts,  had 
their  brethrens  in  the  halls  of  Congress 
enact  exclusionary  laws  that  severely 
inhibited  the  normal  growth  of  Chinese- 


American  communities  throughout  the 
nation,  all  of  which  helped  to  give  rise  to 
the  gambling  houses  now  infesting  the 
same  communities. 

One  does  not  need  the  cynicism  of  a 
Raymond  Chandler/Dashiell  Hammett 
character  or  the  ideological  bias  of  a 
Marxist  scholar  to  understand  the  intri¬ 
cate  relationships  that  often  exist  be¬ 
tween  legitimate  businesses,  law  en¬ 
forcement  officials,  and  organized  crime, 
one  need  only  watch  Coppola’s  Godfather 
series. 

Moreover,  any  knowledgeable  ob¬ 
server  of  Chinatowns  in  general  must 
know  that  gambling  is  an  extremely 
popular  activity  among  Chinese-Ameri- 
cans  within  those  enclaves,  even  those  in 
a  “socialist-leftist”  clubhouse  or  house¬ 
hold.  But  is  gambling  an  intrinsically  evil 
or  morally  corrupting  activity?  Or  only 
when  it  it  carried  to  excess?  Mr. 
Kleinknecht  did  not  address  this  funda¬ 
mental  question.  However,  any  Prohibi¬ 
tion  Era-like  restriction  on  Chinatown 
gambling  serves  only  to  produce  a 
hypocritical  atmosphere  where  respect 
for  law  enforcement  authorities  can  be 
rather  shaky.  This  vice-control  approach 
on  gambling  in  Chinatown  appears  to  be 
somewhat  inconsistent  amidst  the  large 
array  of  legitimate  gambling  activities 
such  as  horse  &  dog  tracks,  church 
beano-bingo,  trips  to  Atlantic  City,  state 
lotteries,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  ever- 
popular,  but  illegal  pastimes  such  as 
office  sports  pools  and  other  “off  track” 
betting  pleasures. 

It  is  unlikely  that  Chinatown  gambling 
will  ever  be  de-crlminalized,  since  too 
many  people  are  invested  in  the  status 
quo.  Present  proprietors  would  have  to 
compete  with  Mom  &  Pop  operations  or 
McGambling  franchises.  Revenues 
would  have  to  go  toward  taxes  and 
advertising  costs.  Local  churches  would 
lose  Thursday  night  patrons.  And  vice 
cops  would  be  transferred  to  traffic  and 
parking.  The  "invisible  hand”  of  the  free 
market  would  wreck  havoc.  And,  finally, 
those  who  cry  out  for  more  police  to 
"combat"  the  tongs  might  take  note  that 
the  most  effective  anti-Mafia  campaign  in 
Italy  was  launched  by  Benito  Mussolini 
during  his  rise  to  power.  Given  the  choice 
between  the  Mafia  gangsters  and 
Mussolini's  black-shirted  fascist  storm- 
troopers  many  Italian  citizens  must  have 
been  left  between  a  rock  and  a  hard  place, 
place. 

In  summary,  one  must  be  realistic;  the 
possibility  that  gambling  houses  will 
undergo  any  major  chages  in  the  near 
future  is  extremely  remote.  The  actors 
may  change,  but  the  play  will  go  on.  We 
can  only  hope  that  those  individuals  who 
are  addicted  to  gambling  (or  prostitution, 
narcotics,  etc.)  will  seek  out  some  form  of 
emotional,  psychological,  vocational  or 
spiritual  counseling.

Distinguished  Visitor  at  South  Cove 
Health  Center:  Samuel  Lin,  M.D.,  Ph  D., 
US  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  of  Health 
and  recipient  of  several  US  Public  Health 
Service  Kudos,  will  be  in  Chinatown 
March  22-23.  He  will  visit  the  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center  Friday  morn¬ 
ing,  tour  the  South  Cove  Golden  Age 
Center  in  the  afternoon,  and  most 
probably  check  out  the  half-finished 
South  Cove  Manor  by  dusk.  Dr.  Danny 
Chin  of  the  Health  Center  said  the 
high-ranking  public  official  will  also  meet 
with  a  few  members  of  the  South  Cove 
Nursing  Facilities  Foundation  over  din¬ 
ner.  Saturday’s  itinerary  was  still  uncer-t 
tain  at  press  time. 

Big  Eat:  A  fund-rasing  dinner  March  8 
for  South  Cove  Manor  drew  more  than 
400  donors  to  the  new  Chinese  Gourmet 
Restaurant  in  Chinatown.  Each  diner  at 
the  22  tables  paid  $30  or  more  to  feast  on  a 
scrumptious  10-course  meal  and  listen  to 
a  lone  musician  lament  with  his  Chinese 
violin.  Construction  on  the  100-bed,  $5 
million  nursing  home  is  underway  at  120 
Shawmut  Ave.  on  the  outskirts  of 
Boston's  Chinatown. 

Trashy  Story:  The  cost  of  getting  rid  of 
Chinatown's  rubbish  has  gone  up  an 
unpalatable  65  percent  as  of  March  1 .  The 
new  contract,  signed  by  CCBA  president 
David  Wong  after  a  month  of  negotiations 
with  garbage  company  GSX  Corporation 
of  New  England  (Howard  Disposal 
Division)  Feb.  28,  now  requires  CCBA  to 
pay  $13,000  a  month  for  garbage 
collection,  seven  days  a  week,  364  days  a 
year.  Saina  Lai  of  the  CCBA  estimated 
that  Chinatown  businesses  generate 
between  eight  and  nine  tons  of  trash  each 
day.  Last  year’s  contract,  also  with  GSX 
(then  known  as  SCA  Services  of  New 
England,  Inc.),  was  for  a  mere  $8,000  for 
the  same  service.  Gene  Lambardi,  a  sales 
consultant  with  the  comap^  cited  "es¬ 
calating  costs  at  the  landfills"  as  the 
reason  for  the  revised  rate.  China  Pearl 
Restaurant  Owner  Billy  Chin,  who  helped 
negotiate  the  new  contract,  had  one 
perfect  word  about  the  whole  deal: 
"Heart-burn."  More  about  this  trash 
later....  .< 


Sorry  we  couldn’t  go:  Over  200  people, 
90  of  whom  were  Chinese  living  on  the 
North  Shore,  recently  attended  a  recep¬ 
tion  to  commemorate  the  Bicentennial  of 
US-China  Trade  and  to  honor  the  many 
contributions  of  local  Chinese-Ameri- 
cans.  Salem  State  College  President 
Jumes  T.  Amsler  hosted  the  event  Feb. 
24.  Also  persent  were  the  college  board  of 
trustees  and  the  directors  of  both  the 
Peabody  Museum  and  the  Essex  Insti¬ 
tute.  The  reception,  held  in  the  college’s 
Alumni  House,  was  one  of  the  highlights 
celebrating  February  as  "China  Month  in 
Salem,”  a  multi-faceted  program  of 
envents  coordinated  among  the  college, 
the  Essex  Ihstitue,  and  the  Peabody 
Museum.  Other  events  include  a  photo¬ 
graphic  chronicle  of  the  Chinese  immi¬ 
grants'  struggles  and  achievements  in  a 
local  context;  a  lecture  by  a  Salem  State 
College  history  professor  called  “The 
Yankees  and  the  Celestials:  The  Chinese 
in  Massachusetts”;  a  cooking  "Dim 
Sum"  demonstration  by  a  popular 
cooking  teacher  at  the  college;  and  an 
exhibit,  "Directly  From  China,”  featur¬ 
ing  Chinese  goods  made  for  export  to 
America  that  have  made  an  impact  on 
American  life. 

Arch  Rivals:  A  47-foot  high  pagoda- 
styled  archway  will  be  built  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C.  this  fall,  but  not  all  local 
residents  are  happy  with  the  whole  idea. 
The  rub  is  that  a  team  of  artists  und 
engineers  from  Beijing  will  help  erect  the 
$1  million  structure,  believed  to  be  the 
largest  and  most  ornate  Chinatown 
archway  in  North  America.  Some  China¬ 
town  business  leaders,  residents  and 
Nationalist  supporters  are  voicing  out¬ 
rage  over  what  they  call  ‘  'the  Communist 
archway”  to  be  co-financed  by  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China.  Bosco  Lee, 
the  D.C.  Chinese  Consolidated  Benevol¬ 
ent  Association  chairman,  is  reported  to 
*  have  said,  "Day  and  night  you  would  look 
at  this  monument  and  be  reminded  of  the 
painful  experience  of  the  past.”  How¬ 
ever,  Alfred  Liu,  the  D.C.  architect  who 
designed  the  archway,  has  claimed  that  it 
"does  not  bear  any  political  statement” 
and  “is  a  work  of  art."  The  controversial 
structure  will  be  decorated  with  seven 
pagoda  roofs,  fierce  dragons  and  Chinese 
characters,  and  is  expected  to  be 
completed  in  November.

name  “Theatre  District,’’  be 
changed  to  a  new  title  associated 
with  a  point  of  interest  near  the 
station,  such  as  Chinatown  or 
the  Boston  Common. 

Cohen  also  said  that  the 
name-change  applications  could 
affirm  that  a  station  name 
remains  unchanged.  After  the 
public  meeting  in  April,  the 
MBTA  board  of  directors  will 
decide  on  the  proposals  in  May  . 

Later,  the  station  names  will 
be  changed  on  the  station  signs 
and  on  subway  maps.  Cohen 
said  the  MBTA  has  already 
hired  sign  contractors  to  make 
the  alterations. 

One  station  in  the  Chinatown 
area,  which  alludes  to  the  ethnic 
community,  is  the  Chinatown- 
New  England  Medical  Center 
stop,  to  be  opened  in  1986  on  the 
MBTA’s  Southwest  Corridor 
Project,  the  new  Orange  Line 
built  to  replace  the  elevated  rail 
system. 

The  Chinatown-New  England 
Medical  Center  station  will  be 
located  on  Tremont  Street  at  the 
edge  of  Chinatown.  When  it 
opens,  it  will  have  two  en¬ 
trances,  one  on  the  comer  of  Oak 
and  Tremont  Streets,  and  the 
other  on  Washington  Street  next 
to  the  New  England  Medical 
Center. 

Cohen  said  he  has  received  no 
comments  on  changing  the 
name  of  this  subway  station.  As 
to  name-change  submissions  for 
other  nearby  stations,  he  said: 
“We  have  not  heard  from  the 
Chinese  community  as  yet.” 

Maria  Roloff ,  a  member  of  the 
MBTA  Station  Name  Review 
Committee,  said  applications  for 
the  name-change  proposals  may 
be  obtained  from  the  MBTA  at 
Ten  Park  Plaza  in  Boston.

Prevention:  To  slow  progression 
of  arthritis  and  soothe  affected 
joints. 

1.  Perform  regular  exercise 
for  12-15  minutes  per  day,  at 
least  three  times  a  week. 
Walking,  stretching,  or  Tai 
Chi  are  excellent.  Avoid  stren¬ 
uous  activity.. 

2.  Maintain  normal  body 
weight.  Less  weight  results  in 
less  stress  on  joints. 

3.  Protect  joints.  Maintain 
good  posture  while  sitting  or 
standing.  Use  firm  bed  with 
good  matress.  Do  not  exercise 
if  joints  are  painful.  Always 
warm  up  beforp  exercise. 

Treatment: 

1.  Use  moist  heat  for  painful, 
stiff  joints. 

2.  Unproven  remedies  — 
Herbs,  acupuncture,  Chinese 
drugs  have  not  been  shown  to 
be  effective.  Let  your  doctor 
know  if  you  are  taking  any  of 
these. 

3.  Follow  doctor's  advice. 
Take  medication  as  directed. 
Return  for  follow-up  visits, 
report  any  side  effects  or 
worsening  of  symptoms.
